This was by nature of the Spe- 
cial Town Meeting petitioned by 
Selectman Michael McCoy, so 
that two articles could be dis- 
cussed at the beginning of the 
meeting, before the scheduled 54. 
The first was a request to elimi- 
nate multi-family housing in cen- 
tral business and neighborhood 


mixed-use districts of town. 
Discussion contained disagree- 
ment between McCoy and Plan- 
ning Board Chair Michael Sor- 
rentino on whether the petitioner 
had followed the proper proce- 
dure and Planning Board vetting 
on the article.

A number of residents spoke in 
both support and opposition, and 
in a 273-184 vote the article did 
not pass. This needed a 2/3-ma- 
jority vote as opposed to a simple 
majority.

ing article contained the request 
to allocate $8.4 million for the 
town to be able to purchase the lot 
known by the name Sciarappa 
Farm. This also required a 2/3- 
majority vote — and did not 
receive it.

Not an ad- 
option agency, but rather an 
information and resource 
hub, MARE’s mission is to 
connect children and teens 
in foster care with adoptive 
families. A phone call to 
MARE is often the first step 
for families considering ad- 
option or other support for 
children awaiting perma- 
nent homes. 

“For all of the research I 
was able to do [online], noth- 
ing replaced picking up the 
phone and making the phone 
call that I first made to 
MARE,” said Joseph Sanda- 
gato, Director of Communi- 
cations and Public Relations 
at MARE, and an adoptive 
father of seven. “It helped me 
align some of the thoughts 
that I had and some of the 
conclusions I had come to in 
my research.” 

Founded in 1957, MARE’s 
services include events to 
educate the public on adop- 
tion from foster care, assis- 
tance matching waiting chil- 
dren and families through

History: 
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Rough on Rats - The tale of Devil's Den 


By, PAUL DYER EMMON: 


(The Emmons family came 
to Wilmington in 1886 for a 
vacation at the Ford-Blan- 
chard house, only to be made 
horribly ill by rat poison 
placed in the tea by the 
maid.) 

Having been socked in the 
midriff with Rough on Rats 
on the occasion of its first 
visit to Wilmington in the 
year, of our Lord 1886, the 
Emmons family came back 
the next year for more. Only 
we did not come to the same 
place, and we didn’t get the 
Rough, on Rats. 

In those palmy days, taking 
summer boarders was a 
major industry in North Wil- 
mington. Not only Aunt Liz- 
zie Blanchard in what is now 
Caleb “Harriman’s place, but 
alsé .Levi Swain in the old 
Pearson tavern and the 
Hamlens (Rodney _ Buck’s 
forebears) in what is now 
the Kreys, extended rural 
hospitality to city dwellers 
during the vacation season. 


In the summer of 1887, six 
of the Emmons family piled 
into the Hamlen place. My 
mother’s father and an un- 
married sister boarded with 
the Swains, while another 
aunt and her family boarded 
with Aunt Lizzie Blanchard. 
Such was the drawing power 
of Rough on Rats in the tea! 

We chose the Hamlens’, 
largely, I think, on my ac- 
count. I was three years old 
and it was an eminently safe 
place for kids — enclosed by 
a beautiful arbor vitae 
hedge, and with a lovely 
grove of pine trees and a lit- 
tle knoll in the rear of the 
house. The house had been 
built by its former owner, 
George Gowing, and therein 
hangs a tale. 

There had been a tragedy 
the year before at Aunt Liz- 
zie Blanchard’s. And the 
ghosts of tragedy hovered 
north of the Hamlen place, 
although we did not realize 
it at the time. One of the 
ghosts bore the same black 
skin as the small Negro girl 


who had precipitated the 
tragedy at Aunt Lizzie Blan- 
chard’s. The other two had 
the fair white complexion of 
George Gowing and his wife. 

North of the Hamlen place, 
just beyond Lester Swain’s 
place, is the Devil’s Den, a 
cave in the rocky ridge run- 
ning parallel with Andover 
Street. A legend of pirate 
gold is connected with it, to 
the effect that the family liv- 
ing in the original Harnden 
house (which must have 
been built in the latter part 
of the 17th Century and is 
said to have stood on a hill 
near the nursery now owned 
by Herbert C. Barrows) one 
morning saw a wagon, heav- 
ily loaded, going along the 
road toward the den. A Ne- 
gro sat on the seat beside 
the driver. 

In the afternoon, the wa- 
gon returned empty, without 
the Negro. This gave rise to 
the story that the wagon was 
loaded with Capt. Kidd’s 
treasure, which had been 
taken up to the Devil’s Den 


and buried. And that the Ne- 
gro had then been killed and 
buried above the loot in true 
piratical fashion, to guard it. 
When anyone sought to un- 
earth the treasure, the Ne- 
gro’s ghost arose and drag- 
ged it out into the field 
where the pumping station 
now stands, secreted it until 
the searchers gave up their 
quest, and then dragged it 
back again. 

On a fatal day in January 
1863, George Gowing and his 
wife Angelina went to join 
the Negro’s ghost. They 
were skating on that mead- 
ow which at that time was 
flooded way up to Woburn 
Street by means of a dam 
located at Silas Brown’s old 
lumber and grist mill on 
Martin’s Brook, where it 
passes under Salem Street 
beside the old South Branch 
of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad. 

Angelina skated out onto a 
beautiful piece of level, new- 
ly formed ice, which gave 
way under her. When her

husband tried to rescue her, 
their skates got tangled up 
in Angelina’s hoop skirt and 
they were both drowned. 
George Gowing was superin- 
tendent of the Congrega- 
tional Sunday School, and 
his wife was a sister of Levi 
Swain’s wife. 

Such was the background 
of the place where we spent 
a very happy summer in 
1887. More about this in our 
next.

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Capitol tours get visitors right up close

No matter what your opinion of 
Congress is these days, visiting our 
nation’s capital and touring the 
namesake building which anchors 
the district is a must do. 

To dispel any confusion, the capital 
is the place and the Capitol is the 
building. It used to be that Capitol 
tours could only be arranged through 
one’s senator or representative, but 
since opening the Capitol Visitor 
Center in 2008, tourists may roam 
the halls of freedom and see where 
our national democracy takes place 
at their own convenience. 

Free, timed tickets are available 
online with a limited few available 
on a walk-up basis. The day we visit- 
ed it seemed that there were many 
people who just walked up and got 
in. Tours are conducted by Capitol 
guides using audio headsets, provid- 
ing everyone a chance to hear, a rar- 
ity in group tours. Tours last 


approximately 45 minutes. The vis- 
tor center is airy and expansive, 
with special collections on display 
and connector tunnels to the Library 
of Congress and other sites. 

A film titled “Out of Many, One” is 
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shown prior to the guided tour. 
During the week, the galleries of the 
House of Representatives and the 
Senate are open for visitors to sit and 
observe, though these visits still must 
be pre-arranged with your home 

Congressional office. Members of 
Congress often cross the rotunda via 
a velvet rope line, passing visitors 
when Congress is in session. You may 
catch a glimpse of some well-known 
(and lesser known) members if you 
visit when Congress is in session. 

There have been many iterations of 
the Capitol since our government was 
formed. George Washington laid the 
first cornerstone in 1793 of the sand- 
stone, marble and cast iron Neoclas- 
sical structure. The building was 
burned in 1814 by the British but was 
renovated and expanded by the likes 
of Boston architect Charles Bulfinch. 
Not only did the building enjoy a ren- 
ovation, it had to be expanded to 
accommodate representatives of our 
ever-expanding nation. 

The grounds were designed by Con- 
necticut’s Frederick Law Olmsted. 
Visitors will enjoy the statuary hall, 
once the center of the old capitol 
building, where statues from each 
state are represented. 

The rotunda is an artful and cere- 
monial space where recognitions 
take place, and presidents who have 
passed lay in state. We were told that 
the Reverend Billy Graham was the 
only religious leader to lie in honor 
in that space. Only a small number 
of other citizens — Rosa Parks and 
the two Capitol police officers killed 
in 1998 — have been honored in the 
Capitol. 

The artwork in the rotunda is 
impressive. Statuary, friezes and 
paintings each depict important 
events in the country’s history. The 
cast iron dome was painted by 
Italian-American artist Constantino 
Brumidi with “The Apotheosis of 
Washington,” a giant work from 1865 
wittily incorporating George Wash- 
ington surrounded by symbols of 
democracy and freedom. 
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Hallways are ornately decorated 
and known as the Brumidi_ Corri- 
dors. The Statue of Freedom, the fig- 
ure of a woman with a shield and 
sword, has looked out over the city 
since 1863 from the top to the dome. 
A full-size model is in the visitor cen- 
ter, cast in plaster. She weighs 15,000 
pounds and each aspect of her cos- 
tume has significance. 

The Capitol is open Monday through 
Saturday and is situated near the Li- 
brary of Congress, U.S. Botanic Gar- 
den and anchors the east end of the 
National Mall. Entry restricts any 
water bottles, snack food, sunscreen 
or any accessory containers so visi- 
tors must plan accordingly. There are 
no lockers or places to put items. 

We parked at Union Station, left 
everything in the car and walked 
over for our tour. Water bubblers are 
easy to find inside as are large, 
clean restrooms. If you are an art 
and architecture buff, a visit to the 
Capitol will be a real treat. There 
are over 2,000 people who work to 
keep all of the historic buildings in 
Washington in good order and it is 
evident in. the fine condition and 
incredible accessibility afforded to 
citizens when they visit.

Sandagato emphasized that 
the eligibility to adopt is 


based firstly on a family or 
an:individual’s ability to pro- 


vide a stable environment for 
a ¢hild and an income suffi- 
ciént to support themselves 
anid the child. Adults of many 
batkgrounds are eligible 
to“adopt including those who 
are single, married or 
LGBTQ, homeowners or 
renters, those who already 
have. children, and adults 
with médical conditions. 
There * are multiple steps in 
the ‘process of adopting that 
begin = ;with choosing an 
agency: to conduct a home 
study. There are dozens of 
agenéies to choose from and 
MARE helps connect fami- 
lieS to agencies in their area. 
The process also includes an 
application, criminal and sex 
offender background check, 
references, home visits and 
interviews, and a 30-hour 
parenting training course, 
which collectively form what 


iis called a “home study.”

Once a child is placed 
in a pre-adoptive home, final- 
ization of an adoption can 
take 1-2 years. The time- 
frame varies depending upon 
the child’s legal custody sta- 
tus, geographic location, 
among other factors. 

While many children in the 
foster care system reside in 
private foster homes, others 
are placed in group homes or 
residential treatment facili- 
ties, and children often expe- 
rience multiple placements 
during their time in state 
care. Children in state care 
receive a placement goal, 
which is a plan for identify- 
ing a permanent, safe living 
situation. Depending upon 
the circumstances, the goal 
may include reunification 
with the child’s biological 
family, adoption by a kin, 
adoption by an unrelated 
family, or guardianship. 

MARE takes the lead in 
finding homes for children 
who may be harder to place, 
including sibling groups, chil- 
dren over the age of six, chil- 
dren of color, and children 
with emotional, physical or 
intellectual challenges. 

“One of the things that’s 
really interesting is that 
many people come to adop- 
tion from foster care per- 
haps thinking about toddlers 
or younger children. Often 
times, when we ask why they 
think about that their answer 
has to do with resiliency, this 
social idea that younger chil- 
dren have less to deal with,” 
observed Sandagato. 

Yet, the need for adoptive 
homes is greatest for older 
children, sibling groups, and 
teens. 

“As the father of an adoptive 
teen, it’s interesting. We 
always talk about resiliency 
with younger children, but I 
like to talk about resiliency 
with older children,” contin- 
ued Sandagato. “Even though 
older children might have 
been involved with care lon- 
ger, many are wonderfully 
resilient and have so many 
life skills and things they can 
offer that are different than a 
younger child.” 

Older children and teens 
also play a different role in 
the process of being adopted 
than do young children. Ol- 


der adoptees are involved 
and engaged in the process. 
In fact, children over the age 
of 12 must give their consent 
in order to be adopted. San- 
dagato observed that adop- 
tion of older children is a dia- 
logue and an intentional pro- 
cess, where both child and 
adults mutually decide to 
create a family. 

For families considering 
adoption from foster care, 
Sandagato recommends ad- 
ults educate themselves on all 
the different ways of forming 
a family and consider the 
background and context of 
how children come into the 
picture in each scenario. All 
children who have been placed 
in state care due to abuse or 
neglect have experienced 
some degree of trauma, loss, 
abuse or neglect. The children 
also often have existing rela- 
tionships with extended family 
or siblings, and open adop- 
tions (whereby a child has 
some type of contact with 
his/her birth family) are 
increasingly common and 
often beneficial to children’s 
emotional health. 

For many, adoption is not 
an option, but they may still 
wish to support children in 
foster care. As a nonprofit, 
MARE has a need for not 
only corporate or individual 
fundraising, but also grass- 
roots volunteers to assist 
with community events or 
offer specialized services 
like photography and videog- 
raphy for the online profiles 
of waiting children. Families 
with experience adopting are 
also needed to serve as men- 
tors and educators. Other 
volunteer or support oppor- 
tunities can be found among 
member organizations of the 
Children’s League of MA.

Nearly 10-hour Town Meeting 
debates almost fifty articles

land purchased could be 
used for open space, recre- 
ation, and/or municipal fa- 
cilities. McCoy reiterated 
and explained the possibility 
of purchasing the lot by way 
of eminent domain. 

When residents shared con- 
cern for the cost and ques- 
tion of what it would mean to 
use it for “public good,” 
McCoy returned that he was 
only reacting in response to 
the Board of Selectman vote 
change. 

“I had no choice but to go 
out and do a citizen-driven pe- 
tition,” he explained. 

He also reported that he had 
seen similar offers for the 
Sciarappa property, and that 
the town would not be under 
any obligation to complete the 
purchase. He stood against 
suggestions that the develop- 
ers would go against their 
word on this project. Still, the 
article lost 259 against to 198 
in favor. 

From there, residents moved 
on to voting in favor of: main- 
taining funds on deposit at sev- 
eral banks; acquiring new town 
vehicles for police, fire, and 
Schools; installing $800,000 
municipal department soft- 
ware; updating voiceover, pro- 
jector, and computer systems 
at several WPS schools; and 
replacing the current lights at 
the Woburn Street and Shaw- 
sheen Schools with LED lights. 

They approved the construc- 
tion of more sidewalks; traffic 
signals and detection; ex- 
panding the Wildwood ceme- 
tery; repaving the North In- 
termediate back parking lot; 
and new water mains over 93. 

There were debates sur- 
round the updating of light 
fixtures at the WHS football 
field and the creation of 
three pickleball courts near 
the Town Hall. Both discus- 
sions met concerns about the 
cost of these projects to the 
whole town when not every- 
one would be using them. 

One resident mentioned the 
possibility of drawing the 
pickleball court on the cur- 
rent tennis court. Town Man- 
ager Jeff Hull explained that 
the payment for updating fa- 
cilities like fields did not fall 
to only those who’d use them, 
and he mentioned the limita- 
tions of the current tennis 
courts. Again, despite con- 
cerns, both of these articles 
were voted in favor overall. 

After article 30, the re- 
maining articles were cov- 
ered out of order. Residents 
voted for the approval of 4th 
of July, Memorial Day, and 
Veterans Day celebrations; 
allowing a 36-year-old resi- 
dent to become a firefighter; 
and the renaming of the WHS 
auditorium after Joanne M. 
Benton. 

WHS Alumnus Julianne 
Hooper presented for Article 
44, where she proposed to ban 
single-use plastic bags at 
retail and food establish- 
ments. Several residents

shared how they were im- 
pressed by Hooper’s presenta- 
tion into changing their 
minds about the article. 

Director of Public Health 
Shelley Newhouse spoke in 
between bouts of opposition to 
state that the Board of Health 
was not in favor of this ban. 
She said that the Wilmington 
trash collectors hold plastic to 
be the fourth most collected 
material and therefore it’s not 
a big enough issue for the 
Board of Health. 

Hooper countered opposi- 
tion by explaining that using 
these single-use plastic bags 
is still using more plastic 
than simply repurposing 
them or recycling them. It 
passed with an amendment 
from the original request 
Hooper petitioned, where a 
penalty, an enforcement 
party, and an official date 
were applied to the ban. 

It was in between this vote 
and the next article that 
Town Moderator Rob Peter- 
son mentioned that Articles 
53 and 54 had been withdrawn 
and would not be discussed or 
voted upon during the meet- 
ing. These were two rezoning 
requests: one for Sciarappa 
Farm to become neighbor- 
hood mixed use, and another 
for a string of parcels to 
become residential 10. 

Wilmington resident Robin 
Domek wrote in an email, 
“An audible gasp was heard 
as attendees were taken by 
complete surprise by the 
last-minute change.” 

She said that it appeared 
that many residents had 
waited all day to vote on 
these articles, and were left 
frustrated having not had 
the chance to do so. 

Another point of contention 
took place in the discussion 
of Article 51. This was for 
the rezoning of two parcels 
on Harold Avenue. Attorney

Michael Newhouse told the 
petitioners’ story, where the 
Fonseca family wanted to be 
able to afford to move back 
to town by splitting up their 
family’s lot. This would re- 
quire rezoning from residen- 
tial 20 to residential 60, and 
creating a hammerhead lot 
to build a new house there. 

After one neighbor men- 
tioned his disappointment 
with the residential rezon- 
ings going on in other prop- 
erties around the two pro- 
posed, the owners of one of 
the proposed parcels ex- 
claimed their opposition to 
the zone change and subdivi- 
sion. Newhouse offered that 
it was possible for these two 
families to think that they’re 
on the same page and sud- 
denly be on opposite sides. 
He ruled out by definition 
the suggestion that this was 
spot zoning and held open 
the possibility for an amend- 
ment on behalf of the peti- 
tioners. Instead, its opposi- 
tion defeated the article. 

During the course of the 
day, several residents who 
spoke gave credit to Moder- 
ator Peterson, who was just 
re-elected to his position. 

Robin Domek wrote in her 
email, “Moderator Peterson 
demonstrated great self-con- 
trol... he was remarkably 
professional and extremely 
patient.” 

He led the discussion with 
appropriate steering of the 
conversation and allocation of 
time to speakers. While resi- 
dents could come and go as 
they pleased, Peterson did not 
break at all from his responsi- 
bility.

technology education 
teachers at WMS; one is a 
long-term sub, the other a 
certified technology educa- 
tor. The school has moved 
away from a canned model 
and is developing its own 
program to meet state 
standards, and program 
emphasis is placed on proj- 
ect based learning, design 
process, and problem-soly- 
ing steps. AutoCAD has 
been loaded onto comput- 
ers in two computer labs in 
the school, and students 
have been allowed to watch 
and participate in a vari- 

_ ety of demos. One such 
demo included the use of a 
3D printer. 

“A lot of technology edu- 
cation goes around the 
design process, which is 
the steps you take to solve 
a problem... design, evalu- 
ate, and reevaluate, and 
that is a lot of what is 
done,” Welch explained. 


Assistant Superintendent 
Sean Gallagher added that 
such programs have 
adapted in recent years to 
reflect the change in base- 
line knowledge among stu- 
dents. 

“Those positions are 
morphing more into engi- 
neering, project based 
learning. Five or 10 years 
ago, you’d be doing 
Powerpoint presentations, 
and now the students are 
coming in with advanced 
technology skills.” 

School Committee mem- 
ber Peggy Kane asked 
whether and how the pro- 
gram was being publicized. 
Welch noted that a Tech 
Fair is held annually, and 
that this year’s took place 
just before the recent 
school vacation. 

Following questions from 
the committee, Welch also 
clarified the distinction be- 
tween computer literacy 
and technology education. 
Computer literacy involves 


learning the skills neces- 
sary to use a computer and 
different software pro- 
grams, while the focus on 
technology education is on 
problem-solving and design. 

Several School Commit- 
tee members noted their 
support for the program 
and their desire for its con- 
tinued improvement. 

“It is unique and this is 
one of those things we can 
tell parents, ‘This is what 
we have in our... seventh 
and eighth grade”” said 
Kane. 

Committee member Jen- 
nifer Bryson noted the 
need for continued evalua- 
tion and evolution of the 
program, specifically in 
relation to computer litera- 
cy. 

“We need to evolve, too, 
and maybe that’s not chang- 
ing anything drastically, but 
it could mean something 
bigger than just... doing it 
the way we’ve always done 
it.”

While they were rolling

The Wildcats were equally 
dominant in doubles compe-
